Here we are in Ptinam.'i where we 
jirrived nil June 8th, We sailed from 
Kan Francisco on Stiturday, May 17th 
on the Steamer "City of Sidney." Cur 
liojit stoiified at th<* followlnp ports; 
.Manxtinlllo, Acapulco, Sant.a. Cruz In 
Mi'Xlco. Ocos, Champerico and .Kan 
ojsl In ftiiattimiila, Acajiitl.a and I.a 
I.ihertad in .San Salvtidor, Corlnto and 
Still Juan del Sur in Xictirapna, Punta 
.\rmas in Costa llica. 

We have had a most deliphtful triji. 
The weather thouph intensely warm 
ami moist, Iteinp perfect otherwise 
diirinp the day. At iiipht we had a 
numt)<*r of electrlctil storms, hut no 
rltinitipe was done. The barometer 
from Panamti North is not reliable. 
Our captain confirmed my own ob¬ 
servation on this point. 

Here in the City of Panama all is 
bustle and intense activity throuph its 
connection with canal work. Althouph 
before the canal was taken hold of hy 
the I'nlted .States it was a dead town. 
Prices are hiph hen*. We have just 
visited the ruins of old Panama, which 
was destroyed by Morpan, the buc¬ 
caneer, three hundred years apo. It 
is amazinp to see the destruction 
caused without the use of dynamite. 
Walls seven feet thick were thrown 
down hy the old iiirate. 

Hefore the eoniinp of the Canal Com¬ 
mission, the streets were like trails 
here. Now streets are well paved, 
w.'iter and sanitary conditions all ripht. 

This mornlnp we visited the locks 
at I’edro .Mipuel and -Miradores. These 
are ii.'i"; completed. The afternoon we 
went throuph the cut at Culelira. 
Words are inadeiiuatc* to expre.ss our 
feelinps as we pazed ur«in this the 
world's preatest success In enpineerinp. 
\Vi* an* tilled with pride that our own 
preat country .stands Ixick tif this 
marvellous achievement The slides 
freiiiient, hip and small. Rive trouble, 
hut the shovels, takinp 8 to 7 ton.s .at 
a dip make short work of them. 

We shall leave Colon by the steamer 
Colon for New York on Saturday.

STATE BOOKS 

SYSTEM IS MISREPRESENTED 

Misleading Circular Attempts To Show 
State Textbook Series Is 
Failure 

Tlwvt the Ixifik trust is nuoflinp the 
country with .'i parhlei] report of the 
Semite eommittee repardinp the puhli- 
eation of state text hooks has been 
iliseovered hy Kdward Hyatt, superin¬ 
tendent of schools. The sup(*rintend- 
ent of sehixils of Williamson, \V, Va., 
has written to Hyatt, inclosinp a cojiy 
of itils circular and asking for the 
truth repardinp the matter. 

"This circular," says Hyatt, "is a 
cimninp piece of work. It uuotes from 
the eommitlce report only that jior- 
tion r(*Mectinp upon the previous man- 
apernent of the state printing offiee. 
It studiously avoids iiuotinp further 
from the reiiort where the coininitlee 
says: At this point your committee* 

dei in.s It proii.-r to make it plain that 
the state printing otTice, which was 
found in a dejiKirable and wretched 
condition, has been transferred into 
an institution honesty, efficiently and 
economically managed, and rellecls 
credit upon the present adniinistra- 
ilon of the state.' 

'This anonymous circular falls to 
sliow that there has hceii any change 
in the manapement of the state print¬ 
ing office, and says nothing about the 
fact that the report of the senate com¬ 
mittee forced the resignation of the 
former state priner. The circular also 
carefull.v avoids puhlieation of 
the table showing that .State Print¬ 
er I-*rh*nd W. Hichardson had reduced 
the Cost of schiMi] (looks ov'er th fier 
Cent." 

Ourinp the past two months the 
state printing office has completed Hie 
manufacture of 212„''ino school books 
f"r the children of the state and the 
hills show a saving f $28,.')12.50 from 
the cost jirices under the old regime. 

Ktate 1‘rinter Hichardson is partic¬ 
ularly pleased at the cut m.ado In the 
price of the P.rief History, which under 
the fornii'r administration cost 52 cents, 
and was turned out last month for 
25.11 cents, also in the Fourth Header, 
which was cut from 33 cents to 14 
Cents,
